A county judge, a treasurer, a county 
clerk, an auditor, a sheriff, a taa* col- 
lector, a district attorney, a recordér, an 
assessor, a surveyor, a school superin- 
tendent, a coroner, a public administra- 
tor, a ‘board of supervisors, and, in 
counties of the first-class, for highway 
purposes, a commissioner of highways.

Stock Farm. 


One of ‘the Best Natural tock Farms in 
Southern California—The Cheese Fac- 
tory—A New Grain. 


From the Ansheim Gazette. | 

The Rancho Los Alamitos, a-visit to 
which we made on Monday, is prob- 
ably the best natural stock farm in 


Southern California. This could not} 


always have been said of it; four years 


ago, while yet the water throughout] —

But the reced- 
ing of the waters and a system of 
drainage has transformed this portion 
of the rancho and fhade it the most 
valuable portion of the 27,l00 acres 
which comprise this princely estate. 
In this moist belt most famous crops 
ef corn have been produced. Thexe 
re now five hundred acres in corn, 
and all of it is thrifty and the yield 
promises to be as heavy as during any 
preeeding year. This little corn 
patch is put in by renters, who pay the 
proprietor of the ranch—Mr. J. W. 
Bixby—a share of the crop for the use 
of the land. Throughthe courtesy of 
Mr. Bixby we were driven around 
and through this maze of corn, and 


the sight was attractive even to us} 


who are accustomed to the big scale 
on which Californians are wont to 
proc The Eastern farmer who 
has to plaster and fertilize each hill 
of corn, and who considers a field of 
five or ten acres as something quite 
large, will have difficulty in imag- 
ining a waving field of green five 
hundred acres in extent. But it is 
there. 

There are one hundred and fifty 


acres in alfalfa, a grass which grows | 


with rank luxuriance on the moist, 
slightly alkali land on the western 
portion of the rancho. It is Mr. 
Bixby’s intention to gradually in- 


crease the area until he has one thous- | 


and acres of alfalfa, so that the cattle 
and sheep destined for the mafket 
will always be in good condition, and 
he will thus be enabled to place fat 
stock upon the market at the time of 
year when cattle are generally out 
of condition, and fat cattle command 
a@ fancy price. 
consummated—when the one thousand 


acres are covered with luxuriant alfalfa | 


—it will be the ideal stock farm of 
the State. 

We have read somewhere an anec- 
dote of a farm laborer who gave as a 
reason for leaving a farm that the 
owner was discarding his board fence 
and substituting barbed wire, thus de- 
priving the tired worker of the prized | - 
opportunity of sitting on the top rail 
while the ‘“‘boss” wasn’t around. .Al- 
though four thousand acres of Los 
Alamitos are under fence, the fact 
that~ barbed fence wire is.used may 
serve to dispel any pleasing expecta- 
tions which might otherwise be form- 
ed. There are on the rancho at the 
present time a 1000 head of cattle and 


‘8000 head of sheep. The latter are in 


excellent condition, and are nearly 
thoroughbred Spanish Merino, The 
cattle are of the Durham variety, a 


breed to which Mr. Bixby is very par-| . 


tial. There are about three hundred 
milch cows, of which one hundred |} 
and forty are being milked to supply 
the Alamitos cheese factory. The 
products of the factory have gained} 


such a reputation that it 1s simply}, 


impossible to keep the market sup- 
plied. Two hundred and thirty 
pounds of checse per day are now be- 
ing made, and three times that quan- 
tity éould easily be disposed of.* It 
is said to be the only factory in the 
southern part of the State which makes 
cheeses of three pounds and eight | 
pounds weight. It is found that these 
sizes are very popular;~ and this, 
together with the fact that the cheese 
has a peculiarly rich flavor, due to the 
superority of the milk from which it 
is made, creates a demaud for the 
cheese which cannot be filled, The 
difficulty is, not to find the market 
for the cheese, but to resist the de- 
mand for it until it 18s old enough to 
be ready for market. 

There is now growing on the rancho 
fifteen acres of little German Millet, 
bout which Mr. Bixby 1s quite en- 
thusiastic. It is.a famous crop in 
Kansas, to which State he sent for the 
seed which cost him, delivered here, 
It is growing 
finely, and our farmers ought to pay 
some attention to this crop. Th: 
stalk is sweet, highly nutritious— 
much mofe so than barley hay—and 
the grain is fattening and liked by 
stock. This must not be confounded 
with the Evergreen Millet, about 
which so much is being said now. It 
must be sowed annually like barley, 


and Mr. Bixby predicts that it will 


supersede that grain when once its 
merits becorne known. The acre of 


Evergreen Millet, planted this year, 


is doing well,“but it is too early tosay 


enna the extravagant pans which

*I have lung tried all ‘icinds ‘of 
forage known to the countr y, and 
finally settled on millet as prefer- 
able, whether cut green for soil- 
There are 
two kinds—the.common (pani- 
cum meliaceum) and the —_— 
some contend, 
superior to "the: former, and the 
reason it is not most ‘generally 
cultivated is that the retail price 
of the seed is about $2.50 per 


bushel, while that of the com- 


mon is only $1.50. This ought 
not to be considered, for. the dif- 
in value of the forage’ 
may more than .make up for it. 
If a considerable quantity of seed 
was taken at one time it could be 
bought at a liberal discount, and 
a sufficient number of farmers 
can be generally got together to 


aclub-for such a purpose. 


The soil for miliet should’ be 
of good quality, and if not pretty 
rich, it must be made so by 
plentiful manuring, for it is only 
a waste of seed and the labor ot 
cultivation to undertake to grow 
it in poor land, especially if it be 
a hungry sand or stiff clay. The 
soil must be free from weeds and 
well pulverized before. sowing. 
A previous carefully ‘cultivated 
corn, potato or other root corp, 
leaving the ground clean and, in 
good heart, is an excellent pre- 
"Sow a bushel of seed 
to the acre, brush in well and 
roll. It matures in six or eight 
weeks after coming up. In a 


favorable season we may calcu- 


late on ga yield of green forage 
sufficient, if cured, to make two 
or three tons of hay. For the 
latter purpose it must ‘be cut 
when first coming into blossom, 
otherwise the stalk will become 
too hard and stiff to make choice 
winter forage for an extra pro-
